ed even that of Frederick the Great. 
Before rising in tile morning potted 
capons were usually served to him. 
prepared with sugar, milk and spices, 
iced beer being one of his favorite 
drinks. Fish, too, of every kind wus to 
his taste, eels, frogs and oysters occu­ 
pying a prom I neat place la the royal 
bill of fare. Frederick the Great was 
fond of highly seasoned meats and had 
a strong predilection for Italian or 
French made dishes. It was his habit 
during dinner to make pencil marks 
against the different items of the bill 
of fare, to which he referred when 
conversing afterward with the maitre 
d’hotel. 
When the Due d’Escars and bis royal 
master, Louis XVIII., were closeted to­ 
gether to talk over a dish the ministers 
were kept waiting iu the antechamber, 
and the next day this notice regularly 
appeared in the official Journals: “M. Ie 
Due d’Escars a travaille dana ie cab­ 
inet.” 
It may be added that Louis 
XVIII, had invented the “truffles a la 
puree d’ortoians,” and, reluctant to 
disclose the secret, he invariably pre­ 
pared the dish with his own bands, 
assisted by tile duke.

reau of the first order was the Polish 
King .Stnnislaus Lesxlnski, who invent­ 
ed many a new dish and vastly im­ 
p ro v e the style of cooking, astonish­ 
ing the I.orralliers, among other things, 
by having served up at Ids table dishes 
of meat with fruits, both of which had 
I been cooked together.

I birds, and after a somewhat similar 
fashion turkeys were transformed into 
“coqs de bruyeres” and were served at 
the table buried under the strong 
smelling herbs of Lorraine. One year 
was remarkable for the entire failure 
of the fruit crop, but Stanislaus would 
not be deprived of his dessert, for. 
turning his attention to confectionery. 
be substituted rompositions of sugared 
vegetables, especially of turnips —Lon­ 
don Standard.

T h e i r W o r k o f IH so ic e r H l« h U p In 
S he S to u t ,|n 11,a, 
Throughout the whole chain of the 
Alps there are men who make it their 
business to search for and root tip the 
gentian, arnica, puffballs and other Al­ 
pine flowers. 
High up in the mountains the root 
grubber, generally an old man, builds 
Ii little hut, 
He clambers precipices 
to the edges, where the blue flowers 
grow; or, if lie cannot ascend, he lets 
himself down to their place of refuge 
by a rope fastened to a pine above. 
He wanders to a long distance front 
his hut and does not always trouble to 
return to It at night, Anding shelter un­ 
der a rock. Next morning lie spread* 
all the roots he has collected on a rock, 
where they may dry. 
He collects herbs na well as roots, 
and the resin from the pine besides. 
When the summer Is over aud there 
are signs of snow, the root grubber 
collects all together In his little hut and 
finally transports the whole of his six 
months’ collection to the valley. 
Tile arnica aud some other roots used 
in medicine are readily disposed of. 
From the gentian Is made the favorite 
gentian brandy, which is considered 
the very elixir of life by the mountain 
folk. 
In other days, when gentians 
grew' in great numbers, the root digger 
was able to realize a good Income from 
his perilous occupation, hut it is other­ 
wise now'.—<Tinmbers’ Journal.

They live 
OU snakes, grille, fruits aud the flesh 
of any deer or pigs they can slay. They 
are skillful spearmen and throw stones 
with marvelous accuracy.—Fall Mall 
Gazette.

Its Vast distance, about 1,700,(KD.OOO 
miles from tin- earth, is what causes 
it to look so small. 
Uranus has four 
moons, which revolve backward in 
their orbits—that Is to say, they re­ 
volve from enst to west around Uran­ 
us, while Uranus goes, Uke nil tile oth­ 
er planets, from west 
around 
tile sun. 
It is believed 
Uranus 
rotates backward on its axis also 
Moreover, the axis of that great. 
strange globe lies in such a direction 
that in the course of Its year, which 
is equal to eighty-four of our years, 
the sun shines almost (lerpcndiculnrly 
lire upon one pole and then upon the 
other. 
UettfNjrcd by our time stand­ 
ard, there are forty years of constant 
daylight, followed by forty years of 
unbroken night, around tile (Milos of 
Uranus. 
And the sun rises in the 
west and sots in tin1 east there. 
Rut 
^lie sun looks very small wheu viewed 
from Uranus -only one four-hundredth 
as large as it appears to us. 
still It 
sheds upon tlint planet I.HOO times as 
much light as tile full moon sends to 
the earth, so that daylight upon Uran­ 
us, while faint compared with the 
blaze of a terrestrial noonday, is nev­ 
ertheless a very respectable kind of 
illumination.

A very pretty little experiment which 
Illustrates the two methods of forming 
an optical imnge/ and by way of cor­ 
ollary illustrates the essential differ­ 
ence between refracting nnd reflecting 
telescopes may be perform*1*! by any 
one who possesses a reading glass and 
• magnifying hand mirror. In a room 
that Is not too brightly Illuminated pin i 
a sheet of white paper on the wall Op­ 
posite to a window that by preference 
should face the north or awny from the 
position of the sun. Taking first the 
rending gluss, hold It between the win 
dow nnd the wall parallel to the sheet 
of paper and a foot or more distant 
from tho latter. By moving it to ami 
fro a little you will be able to find a 
distance corresponding to the focal 
length of the lens, at which a picture 
of the window Is formed on the paper 
This picture, or Imago, will be upaid* 
down because the rays of light cross 
at tho focus. By moving the glass a 
little closer to the wall you will cause 
the picture of the window to become 
indistinct, while a beautiful image of 
the bouses, trees or other objects of the 
outdoor world beyond will be forints! 
upon tho paper, We thus learn that tile 
distance of the image from the lens va­ 
ries with the distance of the object 
whose image is formed. In precisely a 
similar manner un Image is formed nt 
tile focus of the object glass of a re­ 
fracting telescope. 
Take next your magnifying or con­ 
cave mirror, and, detaching the sheet 
of paper from the wall, hold it nearly 
in front of the mirror between flu* lat­ 
ter and the window. When you have 
adjusted the instance to the focal 
length of the mirror, you will see an 
imago of the window projected on the 
paper. By varying the distance as be­ 
fore you will be able to produce at will 
pictures of nearer or more remote ob­ 
jects. It Is In this way that images arc 
formed at the focus of the mirror of a 
reflecting telescope.

H u rled U n d e r K ilt e r . 
The most curious experiment ever 
made with a piece of ordnance was at 
Portsmouth. England. 
A stage was 
erected In the harbor within the tide 
mark. 
On this nu Armstrong gun 
the HO pound pattern was mounted 
The gun was then loaded aud carefully 
aimed nt a target-all this, of course, 
during the time of low tide. 
A few 
hours later, when the gun and the tar­ 
get were both covered with Water to a 
depth of six feet, the gun was fired by 
means of electricity. 
We said “aimed 
at a target,” but the facts are that 
there were two targets, but only one 
was erected for this special experiment, 
the other belug the hull of an old ves­ 
sel, the Griper, which lay directly be­ 
hind the target and in range of tho hall. 
The target itself was placed only twen­ 
ty-five feet from the muzzle of the gun. 
It was composed of oak beams and 
planks nnd 
was twenty-one inches 
thick. 
In order to make the old Griper in­ 
vulnerable a sheet of boller plate three 
inches thick was riveted to the w ater­ 
logged hull In direct range with the 
course the hall was expected to take if 
not deflected by the water. 
On all of 
these—the oaken target, 
the boller 
plates and the old vessel hull—the ef­ 
fect of the shot from the submerged 
gun was really startling. The wooden 
target 
was 
pierced 
through 
nnd 
through, and the boiler iron target was 
broken into pieres und driven into its 
“backing," the ball passing right on 
through both sides of the vessel, mali 
Jug a huge hole, through which the wa 
tor poured In torrents. Taken altogeth­ 
er, the experiment was an entire sue 
cess, demonstrating, as it did, the feasi­ 
bility of placing submerged guns in 
harbors in time of war nnd doing great 
damage to tile Vessels which an enemy 
might dispatch to such points for the 
purpose 
of 
shelling 
cities.—Loudon 
Spectator.
